Hammond Asks Citizens To Act Now 


WESTFIELD — State Senator 
George D. Hammond’s bill which 
would take final authority for 
highway billboard installations 
away from the state Outdoor Ad= 
vertising Board and place that 
authority with the cities andtowns 
has been passed by the Senate, 
‘but now has been maneuvered 
into the House Ways and Means 
Committee,”’ the Hampden-Berk- 
shire District legislator said to- 
day. 

Noms, again I call uponall in~ 
terested organizations and indi- 
viduals to write to their state 
representatives, expressing sup= 
port of the billboard control bill, 
and urging them to take steps to 
get it out onto the floor for a vote,’” 
Senator Hammond said. 

‘My colleagues in the Senate 
favored thi8 bill,’? Senator Ham- 


- mond said, ‘‘knowing it to be in 


the best interests of the cities 
and towns who do not want their 
streets and highways covered 
with billboards and signs.”” 

Senator Hammond charged that 
“the strong billboard lobby again 
is attempting to obstruct the pas- 
sage of this bill. This lobby has 
been devious in its opposition 
from the very beginning, and now 
they have managed to take a step 
that they believe will result in 
the death of the billboard control 
bill. z 

“*Your legislators are respon= 
sive to your wishes, but the peo- 
ple must make those wishes known 
to them.’’ Senator Hammond said. 
“I am confident that a flood of let- 
ters favoring passage of the bill- 
board control bill will get it on 
the move again—and could bring 
about its passage. This is anim- 
Portant piece of legislation, and] 
hope the people-will let their rep- 
resentatives know of their feel- 
ings.’’ 

Senator Hammond’s bill would 
prevent the Outdoor Advertising 
Board from granting a permit for 
the erection of a billboard or sign 
without the prior approval of the 


city or town in which the bill- 
board is to be erected. At the 
present time the state board may 
grant the permit over the objec- 
tions of local officials, ‘‘and this 
is most often the case,’’ Senator 
Hammond said.
